AGAINST DECLARATION OF PALESTINIAN STAB 
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Agencies — Palestinian 
President Yasser Arafat told 
reporters Sunday that no deci- 
sion has yet been made on 
whether to declare an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state on 
May 4, when interim peace 
accords expire. 

Arafat spoke during a trip to 
Vienna where he met Sunday 
with- Prime Minister Viktor 
Kliina as part of his tour to 
gain international support for 
eventual independence. 

“It i‘s according to the Oslo 
agreement... we have the right 
to declare (independence!” 
Arafat told reporters. But he 
added that whether or not it 
would be on May 4 "is under 
discussion with all our friends 
in the European Union and the 
United States... for this very 
important and very sensitive 
matter." 

Arafat arrived in Stockholm 
Sunday for talks with Swedish 
officials about ways to restart 
the stalled Middle East peace 
process. 

He was scheduled to meet 
with Lena Hjelin-Wallen and 
Pierre Schorl, two top foreign 
policy officials, the national 
news agency TT said. 

Arafat is due to travel to 
Paris, the last leg of a 
European tour. From France, 


lie travels to United States for 
talks with the administration 
of President Bill Clinton. 

“This time he really is asking 
for. the moon," said a western 
source, stealing the Palestinian 
leader's favorite line. 

Tuesday's meeting will be 
Arafat's second with the US 
president since Clinton's land- 
mark trip to Palestinian-ruled 
Gaza in December. 

"President Arafat will ask 
Clinton to recognize the 
Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination," said Arafat's 
senior aide Tayeb Abdul 
Rahim. 

"When Clinton was in Gaza 
• in December he said that the 
Palestinians have a right to 
exercise their political rights 
on their free land. We want 
him to go a step further now." 
Abdul Rahim added. 

PLO officials said that if 
Arafat cannot win'an endorse- 
ment for a state, he hopes at 
least to return home with 
guarantees that the United 
States will push for a signed 
Israel i-PLO peace treaty within 
six months.

Moreover, the seminar attaches importance to realizing devel- 
opmental objectives in general and improving maternal health ser- 
vices in particular, whldi - lull within the resolutions of the 
International Conference for Population and Development. 

Minister of Health, Ishaq Maraqa said, “health 1 services in 
Jordan, particularly maternal health services witnessed a notable 
progress during the last two decades resulting in raising the aver* 
age life expectancy." 

The minister noted that infant mortality rates have decreased 
from 3.5 percent In the year 1980 to 2.8 percent in the year 1988. 

The seminar presented a study that provided Infoimation nec- 
essary for setting programs aimed at upgrading the quality of 
health services in addition to improving the performance of moth’ 
er and child health centers. 

The Minister said health issues are now taking a forefront posi- 
tion in social and political efforts around the world, due to the 
strong relation between the health situation in a given country 
and its development.

Hie first phase was launched Monday 

when 65 buses from Asia 
Transport Company started operations 
in the greater Amman area. 

Minister of transport Jamal Sarrayreh 
who inaugurated the project said, “oper- 
siing these lines falls within the project 
0 r restructuring public transportation 
sector in the Kingdom carried out by the 
Ministry of Transportation."

IN HIS ADDRESS yesterday. King Abdullah didn’t say ‘Jordan’s Democracy, 1 
nor did he refer to it as ‘Jordanian Democracy,' He called It what it is: the 
Democratic Process. No word games played here, a sign that the times to 
come are straight In words and deeds. 

Even though the King didn’t promise democracy, he vowed to protect 
the process and deepen Its roots. This, in addition to what he told the lead- 
ership of the Jordanian Press Association (JPA) behind dosed doors, brings 
about a sense of great optimism that 'the new era' he started will speedi- 
ly take Jordan where it belongs: to a place amongst those nations where a 
citizen is allowed an opinion and can make a decision at his/her level. 

During the dosed door meeting. King Abdullah told his small audience 
that the sky Is the ceiling or freedom and that he had ordered his govern- 
ment to change the (infamous] Press & Publications Law |that has dwin- 
dled the right of dtlzens to know the truth to a right to read government 
PR campaigns. It also humiliated the Kingdom on the international scene.) 
He also asked for the press to be responsible by helping take Jordan for- 
ward instead of becoming an obstacle in the way. 

After die government goes through a vote of confidence - any way you 
slice It, the government will get through the experience like a knife slicing 
through warm butter - we expect It to sit down with the JPA to figure out 
what's wrong with the law as it stands today, then submit the amendments 
to Parliament. 

Tills is good in ali ways but one; a major problem with the law is the 
artlde that defines a Journalist as a member of the union, thus forcing all 
of us to become part or die pack whether we like it or nor. In addition, if 
you arc not a journalist, you are not allowed to practice ill This article that 
defies the basics of logic and comes In contradiction with the Declaration 
of Human Rights - orwiiidi Jordan is a signatory - that forbids forcing peo- 
ple into any organization or union against their will, would not be chal- 
lenged by the JPA; on the contrary they may light to keep it. 

Unions - call them syndicates or assodatlons if you will - are entities that 
are supposed to bring strength to a profession through numbers and make 
its members’ voice heard through unity. They are there to ensure tliat 
emplnyces get tlieir rights at work and that their needs are promptly met. 
People join them for a sensation of belonging and to know that when you 
are about tu be done, others will stand by you. Here in Jordan, unions are 
there to regulate the profession. Here, if you are done. It is possible the 
union did it! 

But no need to breakdown In tears, there are solutions to this dilemma. 
The simplest is to trash the law altogether and be civilized. If that is not 
on the agenda, the government needs to sit with others in addition to the 
JPA, and make sure the issue of mandatory membership Is placed at tite 
top ofthe list of changes to be made. This plea comes from a chief editor 
of a newspaper who is not yet a Journalist according to the aforemen- 
tioned law oF inhumanity!

IN A FLARING crisis between the Ministry of 
Education and the New English School manage- 
ment, ministry officials are pressing for changes 
within the school educational system while 
threatening to revoke the school's license if their 
directives are not met. 

Sa'eed Al-Hirk, owner and Chairman of the 
School Board slammed the ministry's claims as 
unjustifiable in the light of similar practices by 
other schools that remain untouched by the offi- 
cials' criticism. 

Turk said “we have introduced 15 years ago an 
educational establishment to benefit the country 
and if the ministry does not appreciate what we 
are doing, let them dose the school." 

He said lie is very proud of his school and its 
long time achievements, noting that the NES 
graduates are being admitted in the best univer- 
sities around the worjd. 

On the latest, raise in tuition fees, which pro- 
voked a strike by some students, Tlirk said that 
raise was the first in four years,- introduced to 
cover the increase made to teachers' salaries. 


“We are a non profit establishemnt and we 
were never after the money" said Turk, revealing 
an estimated JO D 4.5 million of debt the school is 
burdened with. 

He also said that the strike was carried out "by 
a jiuinber of ill mannered kids," who he believes 
were pushed by their parents to do so. 

“Our doors are open for those who believe in 
our educational system and message, and those 
who don't like are free to quit," said Hirk. 

Meanwhile in an interview with a ministry of 
education official, the Arab Daily asked about rhe 
alleged violations in the education system of the 
school and the reasons for the rising tension 
between the two sides. 

Director General of Education at the Ministry 
of Education, Mahmoud Massad said, rhe NES has 
been committing a number of violations that 
called for annulment of its license by the Ministry 
of Education, which for its part, gave rhe school a 
grace period to rectify its present conditions 
before takirig the drastic measure. 

"Violations committed by the New English 
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Students off NES on strike earlier this month 


School are numerous, including the recent unjus- 
tified increase in tuition fees." 

Moreover, the Ministry could not ignore a inoie 
important violation that surfaced during several 
visits to the school. Inspectors found out that the 
NES does not abide by official Jordanian curricu- 
la, and instead, teaches most courses in the 
English Language, according to Massd. 

The school teaches mathematics and sciences 
in the English language in addition to all otliei 
subjects with the exception of the Arabic lan- 
guage. Islamic and national education. 

“And these subjects are allocated less than the 
hours stipulated in the law.” Said Massad. 

"In fact, this is against the Law of Education 
and a violation that cannot be ignored." lie 
asserted. 

According to the Ministry's Law, NES is obliged 
to teach the Jordanian curricula in the basic 
stages, in line with the license given to it as a 
Jordanian private school. This is meant to open 
the door for Jordanian students to study there, 
along with English speaking students. 

Massad also said that schools are supposed to 
teach one third of tile Jordanian curricula in any 
subject they choose as an elective course with 
each class taking ten weekly sessions. 

Massad also stated, that the NES totally con- 
tradicts the law of education by teaching basic 
stages in the English language. 

"The Ministry of Education leaves the door 
open for students who wish to learn certain for- 
eign programs after the tenth grade. Only then, 
students are entitled to select any Jordanian nr 
foreign program," lie noted. 

Furthermore, rhe Ministry has seized many 
books taught at the NES without the approval of 
the Council of Education, According to Massad. 

He also noted that the school must file an offi- 
cial request for approving school books by the 
Council of Education. 

Massad added that this major violation led the 
Minister of Education to demand the NI!S to sus- 
pend teaching subjects that did not obtain the 
Council’s approval.' 

"They were asked to drop these Courses from 
the curricula entirely." he said, 

The penalties imposed by the Ministry regard- 
ing these violations may reach to a final notice 
whereby the school's license could he revoked. 

"We can assert that the NES, In terms of penal- 


ties. has reached the level of final nofau 
beginning ol this year, therefore, Z 
received a notice giving them a graced 
reciily their conditions by the end of this * 4 * 
year," he affirmed. 

Massad explained however that in case * 
does not take place," the Ministry will h* 
in annul the school's license," Tie Mbisoy hi 
been trying to avoid such a drastic meaweh 
main laming contacts with the sdiool direct.

Mahmoud Massad said, the NES has 
been committing a number of violations that 
called for annulment of its license by the Ministry 
of Education, which for its part, gave the school a 
grace period to rectify its present conditions 
before taking the drastic measure. 

“Violations committed by the New English

School are numerous, including the recent unjus- 
tified increase in tuition fees.” 

Moreover, the Ministry could not ignore a more 
important violation that. surfaced during several 
visits to the school. Inspectors found out that the 
NES does not abide by official Jordanian curricu- 
la, and instead, teaches most courses in the 
English Language, according to Massd. 

The school teaches mathematics and sciences 
in the English language in addition to all other 
subjects with the exception of the Arabic lan- 
guage, Islamic and national education. 

“And these subjects are allocated less than the 
hours stipulated in the law." Said Massad. 

"In fact, this Is against the Law of Education 
and a violation that cannot be ignored," he 
asserted. 

According to the Ministry's Law, NES is obliged 
to teach the Jordanian curricula in the basic 
stages, in line with the license given to it as a 
Jordanian private school. This is meant to open 
the door for Jordanian students to study there, 
along with English speaking students. 

Massad also said that schools are supposed to 
teach one third of the Jordanian curricula in any 
subject they choose as an elective course with 
each class taking ten weekly sessions. 

Massad also stated, that the NES totally con- 
tradicts the law of education by teaching basic 
stages In the English language. 

“The Ministry of Education leaves the door 
open for students who wisli to learn certain for- 
eign programs after the tenth grade. Only then, 
students are entitled to select any Jordanian or 
foreign program," he noted. 

Furthermore, the Ministry has seized many 
books taught at the NES without the approval of 
the Council of Education. According ro Massad. 

He also noted that the school must file an offi- 
cial request for approving school books by the 
Council of Education. 

Massad added that this major violation led the 
Minister of Education to demand the NES to sus- 
pend teaching subjects that did not obtain the 
Council’s approval. 

“They were asked to drop these courses from 
the curricula entirely," lie said. 

The penalties imposed by the Ministry regard- 
ing these violations may reach to a final notice 
whereby the school's license could be revoked. 

“We can assert that the NES, in terms of penal- 


ties, has reached the level of final notice by ik 
beginning of this year, therefore, the scfcctf 
received a notice giving them a grace periodic 
rectify their conditions by the end of this school 
year," he affirmed. 

Massad explained however that in case this 
does not take place * the Ministry will be obliged 
to annul the school's license," The Ministry has 
been trying to avoid such a drastic measure by 
maintaining contacts with the school director 

The Minister’s decision was decisive in giving 
the NES a final grace period to rectify its condi- 
tions. Accordingly, the license was renewed for 
this year. 

Even though the Ministry has given the school 
a grace period that expires by the end of this year 
three months have passed and the school did not 
submit any program on the mechanism of action, 
Massad stated. 

He added that in case the NES does not comply 
witli the Ministry’s demands an official letter will 
be delivered to the governor of Amman dlsdos 
ing the decision of canceling the New English 
School license. 

Accordingly, the NES would have to settle its 
financial obligations to students and teachers. 

Also, Massad noted that students and parents 
must be informed of the situation to enable them 
to take the necessary arrangements. 

If the school’s license is cancelled, it will bekft 
with two options; either the NES applies for a 
new license by next year, making it a Jordanian 
private school abiding by the laws of education, 
or it may convert into a foreign school abiding by 
the laws of foreign schools, which would make it 
exclusive for foreign students. 

On march 6th. 550 students went on strike ral- 
lying against the school's decision to raise its 
fees for the upcoming 1999-2000 scholastic year 

The school attributed the reasons behind the 
hike to the high expenses of foreign staff and 
those of highly qualified local teachers. 

On the issue of private schools tuition fees. 
Massad said that the Ministry of Education does 
not intervene in setting fees for any private 
school." 

"There are. schools that provide good sendees 
for reasonable prices and other schools that ate 
more commercialized," he said, ■

Salah said he had written to President 
Omar Hassan AI Bashir through the chair- 
man of the election commission demand- 
ing a postponement. “We will boycott the 
state polls if they are not postponed from 
the date set by the president," Salah said. 

State elections are to be followed by a 
general election for the National Assembly, 
or parliament, later this year and a presi- 
dential election due in two years' rime.

SUDANESE REBEL: NO PEACE 
WITH ISLAMIC LAW 


GENEVA (R) — Southern 
Sudanese guerrilla leader John 
Garang said on Monday there 
could be no peace accord with 
the government in Khartoum 
while it insisted on establishing 
Islamic law throughout the 
country. 

At a news conference called 
as the United Nations Human 
Rights Commission was open- 
ing its annual six-week session 
in Geneva, he also made clear 
his movement would be push- 
ing at peace talks next month 
for a confederate state in the 
north and the south. 

The Sudanese government 
“seeks to establish a theocratic, 
Islamic state throughout the 
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country... Unless they change 
this position, it will be impossi- 
ble to come to any agreement 
with them,” Garang added. 


He said the Khartoum 
authorities had declared “jihad" 
- or religious war - against its 
non-lslamlc opponents in 1992. 

A new round of talks involv- 
ing the government and 
Garang's Sudan People’s 
Liberation Movement (SPLM), 
which says It controls most of 
the south, is due to be held in 
Nairobi from April 20 to 25. 

"They can have their Islamic 
state In the north, and we 
would have a state In the south 
where all religions would have 
the same treatment and people 
would live in freedom,” he 
added.

BEIT DAJAN, WEST BANK (AP) - Israeli occupation 
troops fired rubber-coated steel pellets at Palestinian 
stone throwers in a land dispute Monday, injuring- 
two protesters. 

The clashes erupted after dozens of Israeli soldiers 
plucked 170 olive tree saplings from a plot near the 
village of Beit Dajan, 16 kilometers east of the West 
Bank town of Nablus. 

As the army jeeps left the area, about 200 
Palestinians stoned the convoy. Doops fired tear gas 
and rubber-coated metal bullets. 

The two injured demonstrators were treated in the 
local clinic. 

1\vo weeks ago, the army had uprooted 500 folly 
grown trees from the plot, saying the area was state 
land. In response, farmers and Israeli peace activists 
had planted the saplings. 

Palestinian farmers said Israeli authorities had 
allowed them to cultivate the area even though it was 
declared state land several years ago.

VATICAN ENVOY IN JERUSALEM 
TO PREPARE FOR 2000 JUBILEE 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (AFP) — A senior Vatican 
envoy began a series of meetings with Israeli and 
Palestinian officials Monday to prepare festivities 
marking the 2000th birthday of Jesus. 

Cardinal Roger Echegaray, who heads the 
Vatican’s committee for the 2000 Jubilee, was 
scheduled to meet Monday with Israeli Tourism 
Minister Moshe Katzav. Jerusalem Mayor Elmd 
Olmert and the deputy minister for religious 
affairs. Yigal Bibi, Church officials said. 

Today Monsignor Echegaray was to meet with 
Palestinian officials in the autonomous West 
Bank town of Bethlehem, by biblical tradition the 
birthplace of Jesus. 


At least 4.5 million visitors, mostly Christian 
pilgrims, are expected to visit the Holy Land for 
the millennium, stretching tourism facilities, 
especially in Bethlehem. 

Both the Palestinians and Israel have invited 
Pope John Paul II to visit the region for the fes- 
tivities. but a papal trip is considered unlikely 
due to the explosive political battle between the 
two sides over the status ofjcrusalein. 

During his four-day visit, Echegaray was also 
due to meet Roman Catholic officials in 
Jerusalem and travel to the northern Israeli city 
of Nazareth, where Jesus spent his youth. 


THREE DETAINED LEBANESE ASK 
ISRAELI HIGH COURT FOR FREEDOM 


TEL AVIV (AFP) — Three Lebanese nationals held 
prisoners in Israel's occupied buffer zone in south 
Lebanon asked Israel's supreme court on Monday 
to order their release, court officials said. 

The three, backed by two Israeli human rights 
associations, complained in their petition that 
they had been torrured and denied medical treat- 
ment in the Khiam prison, which is ran by the 
Israeli-allied South Lebanon Army (SLA). 

The plaintiffs said their case lies within the 


Israeli court’s jurisdiction because the SLA acts as 
a proxy militia for the Israeli army in south 
Lebanon. 

One of the three, Siiman Ramadan, was 
detained in 1985 and later had one of his legs 
amputated due to untreated wounds suffered at 
the time of his arrest, his lawyers said. ■ 

The other two detainees are Mustafa Jawad 
Toubeh and his son All, who was only !4 when 
they were arrested in 1997. . .

NETANYAHU: ISRAEL CAN WORK 
WITH RUSSIA ON MIDDLE EAST 


Israeli PM draws 


akov into his reelection cam 


MOSCOW (AFP) — Visiting 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu on Monday said 
Israel could work with Russia 
over the Middle Fast, praising 
counterpart Yevgeny Primakov 
for his in-dapth knowledge of 
the region. 

Netanyahu also pressed for 
closer commercial ties with 
Moscow, saying trade could 
leap ahead with a little push 
from the government. 

"Of course we are very happy 
to discuss the matrers of the 
Middle East because you are an 
expert," Netanydhu . told 
Primakov, a former foreign min- 
ister with close ties to a num- 
ber of Arab leaders in the 
region. 

.'*1 feel we can talk very com- 
fortable... witli someone who 
understands our neighborhood 
very well," the Israeli leader 
said. 

For his part Primakov said 
Netanyahu's visit would “give a 
certain impetus to the further 
development of our relations." 

"Naturally we will discuss our 
attitude to the Middle East 
peace process. This subject is 
important to both you and to 
us," Primakov said. 

“I think our relations have 
been developing well and we 
think this is very important," 
said Primakov, a Middle East 
expert and Arabic speaker. 

Russia is a co-sponsor of the 
Middle East peace accords 


signed between Israel and the 
Palestinians, although Moscow 
continues rn play second fiddle 
to Washingron in the region. 

Before meeting Primakov on 
Monday. Netanyahu also held 
talks with Russian Foreign 
Minister Igor Ivanov. He was 
due to fly on to the former 
Soviet Republic of Georgia later 
on Monday. ' 

Russian arms to Iran 

Primakov assured his visiting 
Israeli counterpart Netanyahu 
that Russia hasn't allowed any 
leaks of missile or nuclear 
secrets to Iran. 

Netanyahu, whose govern- 
ment has long voiced concern 
about such leaks, said that 
reports of Iranian successes in 
the field had been overplayed. 

“According to our knowl- 
edge, which contradicts official 
Iranian statements. Iran doesn't 
have missiles capable ofliirring 
Israel,” he told reporters after 
talks with Primakov. He didn't 
elaborate. 

Moscow has insisted that it 
hasn't allowed any breaches In 
its export controls and says it 
has thwarted several Iranian 
arrempts to obtain nuclear 
know-how. 

"Russia lias been observing 
all international norms relating 
to export controls and does 
everything necessary to prevent 
leaks that would allow prolifer- 
ation of mass destniction 
weapons," Primakov said after 


the talks Monday. 

Netanyahu and Primakov also 
discussed vitriolic anti-Semitic 
statements from Russian 
Communists and other harcl-lin- 
ers that have drawn interna- 
tional protests. Speaking before 
flying to the ex-Soviet republic 
of Georgia. Netanyahu said he 
was satisfied with Primakov's 
condemnation of such state- 
ments, die ITAR-Tass news 
agency reported. 

Primakov reiterated his criti- 
cism of anti-Semitism nr a meet- 
ing later in the day with repre- 
sentatives . of the US Anti- 
Defamation league and Jewish 
organizations. 

"We have a joint goal of fight- 
ing any sign of defamation, 
nationalism and anti-Semitism," 
lie said. "You can consider that 
the Russian government's poli- 
cy" 

Meanwhile, Israel Radio 
reported that Netanyahu irked 
his Russian hosts Monday by 
claiming that Primakov backed 
his bid for reelection in May. 

According to a statement 
issued by the Israeli delegation 
and broadcast by the radio, 
Primakov told Netanyahu he 
would vote for him in the elec- 
tions if he was Israeli. 

Netanyahu's leak of the 
remark to Israeli journalists 
accompanying him in Moscow 
drew an official protest from 
the Russian government, the

TURKISH PROSECUTOR SEEKS BAN

ANKARA [AFP) — A Turkish 
prosecutor on Monday 
demanded a ban on the Virtue 
Party. Turkey's only Islamist 
party and the largest group in 
parliamenr, on grounds that it 
is an illegal continuation of the 
banned Welfare Party. 

Prosecutor Null Mete Yuksel 
of the Ankara state security 
court filed his complaint with 
the chief prosecutor of the 
appeals court, Vural Savas, the 
Anatolia news agency reported. 

Savas immediately launched 
an investigation into the Virtue 


Party and asked parliament for 
a list of former Welfare 
deputies who have joined the 
Virtue Party. Anatolia said. 

Yuksel argued that senior 
executives of the Virtue Parly, 
headed by Recai Kutan. include 
21 former members of the 
Welfare Party, although leading 
members of a banned party are 
legally barred from office in a 
new one. 

The prosecutor further 
claimed that Virtue's policies 
are an extension of Welfare, 
thus breaching the constitution 


which stipulates that a banned 
party cannot re-establish itsell 
under a different name. 

Former Prime Minister 
Necmettin Erbakan's Welfare 
party was banned early last year 
after a lengthy procedure 
launched by Savas in May 1997, 
while the party was governing 
Turkey in coalition with a cen- 
ter-right party.

As seven law lords, Britain's most senior judges, prepared to 
deliver their ruling on the Chilean dictator's case, Home Office 
officials made clear that Mr Straw had no recollection or having 
tea with Senator Salvador Allendc during a visit to Chile in 
1966. 

Weekend reports claimed the home secretary met the future 
Chilean president seven years before he was murdered in the 
1973 coup that brought General Pinochet to power. 

A senior student politician of the period rallied to Mr Straw’s 
defense on Sunday, insisting that the trip, sponsored by the 
(official) British Council-backed Fund for International Student 
Co- operation, was non-political. Others were reported as say- 
ing that there were a series of political sessions for the budding 
student politicos. 

Tlie lawlords will on Wednesday deliver their second verdict 
on whether or not General Pinochet enjoys state immunity for 
crimes committed during his presidency. 

Speculation at the weekend suggested thnt, after rhe three- 
two vote in favor of extradition was aborted because one of the ■ 
judges, Lord Hoffmann, had links with Amnesty International, a 
second yes vote will be qualified: it may not be used to prose- 
cute cases of murder, torture or kidnapping before 1988 when 
Britain revised its international treaty obligations. 

General Pinochet was president of Chile until 1990. 

Mr Straw's allies believe he has been open about his Chile 
connection and even filed the copy of an article he wrote for 
the journal Tribune in the House of Lords and House of 
Commons libraries.

$600 TO 800 BILLION 
NEEDED TO SOLVE 
WORLD WATER CRISES 

CAIRO (AFP) — Between 600 and 800 billion dollars is needed over 10 
years to salve water shortages threatening to trigger aimed conflicts in die 
world. Worid Bank Vice President Ismail Serageldin said here on Monday. 

International donors and the Worid Bank could foot only 10 percent of 
die bill, with an initial expenditure of 60 to 80 billion dollars and a second 
one of 30 to 40 billion dollars. Serageldin told a UN-sponsored internation- 
al water forum. 

Hie remaining 90 percent would have to come when possible from coun- 
tries faring water shortages or from the private sector. Serageldin said in the 
speech to mack Wbrfd Wfeter Day. 

Experts, however, said raising huge amounts of funds would be difficult 
for poorer countries which suffer the most from water si wrtages combined 
with a population explosion. 

the world’s population is expected to dimb from six billion people in 
2000 to nine billion people in 2025, and as a result global water resources 
should increase by 20 percent, the experts said. 

The chief executive officer of the French water giant Suez-Lyonnaise des 
Eaux, Jerome Monod, appealed for alternative and less costly solutions that 
are adapted to each country's need. 

farmer Wto rid Bank president Robert McNamara stressed that the water 
problem was first and foremost poiiticaL 
“The basic problem of water is political. It is basically a national problem," 
lie said, ufging foe experts to search for solutions on a national level.

Washington, PRISTINA (AGEN- 
CIES) — The United Srates is 
prepared to act with force to 
bring peace to Kosovo and the 
Balkans, said U.S. President Bill 
Clinton Monday after talks with 
Ills national security team over 
the worsening crisis in Kosovo. . 

"Ir Is very much in our nation- 
al interest if we are to leave a 
stable and peaceful and democ- 
ratic Europe to our children," 
said Clinton. U.S, involvement 
in finding peace in the Balkans, 
“is the right thing to do. it is 
also the smart tiling to do, 
Clinron said. 

The statement, coming amid 
expected NATO air strikes 
against Serb military targets in 
Kosovo and possible Serbia, 
came after a hurried return to 
Washington from Camp David, 
Maryland, for talks with his 
advisers. 

The briefing dovetailed with 


1 Ith-hour talks in Belgrade 
between special U.S. envoy 
Richard Holbrooke and 
Yugoslav President Slobodan 
Milosevic. 

Milosevic has refused to sign 
an internationally sponsored 
peace agreement for rhe seces- 
sionist-minded province, which 
would allow limited autonomy 
for Kosovo's ethnic-Albanian 
majority and deployment of 
28.000 NATO peacekeeping 
troops. 

Defying threats of NATO air 
strikes, his forces have also 
increased attacks on the 
province's Kosovo Uberation 
Army in violation of a ceasefire 
signed last October. 

“That air defense system is 
substantial, it is well Trained 
and it is broadly deployed," 
Kenneth Bacon, spokesman for 
Defense Secretary William 
Cohen, said Monday. “But ... we 


are ready, if necessary, to take 
those risks.” 

The exact timing of a possi- 
ble NATO attack was unclear, 
but officials said it was fast 
approaching. 

"Time has run out,” 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright said Monday as US 
special envoy Richard 
Holbrooke met with President 
Slobodan Milosevic in Belgrade 
in a last-ditch effort to make 
peace in Kosovo. 

As Europe appeared Monday 
to be rolling toward armed 
conflict, the United States 
made two B-2 stealth bombers 
available for use in air strikes, 
which could come at any time. 

The bombers, each worth 
about 2 billion dollars each, 
would operate from Whitman 
Air Force Base in Missouri, 
reaching and returning from 
Serb targets with aerial refuel- 
ing. 

Some 230 other U.S. aircraft - 
■ including B-52 bombers, F- 1 5s, 
F- ifis and F-l 17 stealth fighters 
• are already committed to a 


larger NATO air armada of more 
than 400 planes. 

At the State Department 
spokesman James Foley said 
that Albania has asked to con- 
sult with the NATO Coundl on 
rhe conflict in Kosovo. 

Albania is a member of the 
Partners for Peace program, in 
which prospective members or 
NATO have a loose relationship 
with the alliance and have a 
right to consult in case of mili- 
tary crises. 

Special envoy Holbrooke is in 
Belgrade “to get a yes from 
Milosevic or else face the hill 
consequences of NATO air 
strikes", Foley said. 

Meanwhile.-a number of peo- 
ple were wounded late Monday 
when a bomb exploded in an 
ethnic Albanian cafe in Pristina, 
a Serbian policeman at the 
scene told AFP.

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EU TO SEEK ONE-TO-ONE TALKS 
WITH ASEAN IN BID TO END FREEZE 


BRUSSELS (AFP) — The foreign 
ministers of Germany and Thailand 
could meet in Berlin next week in an 
attempt to end a 20-month freeze 
in formal contacts between the 
European Union and the 
Association of South East Aslan 
Nations (ASEAN), diplomats said 
Monday. 

The proposal for a one-to-one 
meeting between Germany's 


Joschka Fischer and Thailand’s Surin 
Pitsuwan emerged at a meeting of 
EU foreign ministers here. 

Germany currently holds the rotnt- 
ing presidency of the 15-nation EU 
while Thailand is in charge of 
ASEAN’s relations with Europe. 

If tire Thais agree, the talks will 
take place in Berlin on March 30, the 
date originally scheduled for a foil 
blooto-bloc meeting of the EU and 


ASEAN. 

The summit had to be called off 
after ASEAN refused to attend unless 
Myanmar was allowed to participate. 
Tire EU bans contact with Myanmar’s 
military leaders because of die 
junta's human rights abuses. 

ASEAN also rejected an EU pro- 
posal under which an EU troika 
would have met with the seven Asian 
states who'made up ASEAN before 


Myanmar and Laos joined in 1997.

OPENS ITS ANNUAL SESSION 


GENEVA (AP) - The U.N. 
Hunan Rights Commission 
opened its annual six-week ses- 
i Monday with a plea for 

greater effort to prevent abuses 
snd punish the guilty. 

"Vfe meet today at the end of 
a century which has witnessed 
brutality on a scale without his- 
torical precedent," said Mary 
Robinson, U.N. High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights. "It has also charted a 
oew course in the protection of 
human rights." 

“Protection and prevention 
must define the Commission's 
work in the years to come.” she 
told the 53-natlon watchdog. 
Robinson, a former Irish pres- 
ident. said more must be done 
to Implement existing interna- 
tional law and try those 
reused of crimes against 
humanity. 

During the six-week long 
commission meeting, violations 
in countries including Iraq, 
Sudan, Myanmar and the 
Vligoslav province of Kosovo 
will come under the spotlight. 

The European Union was due 
to announce Monday in Brussels 
whether it would press for for- 
mal condemnation of China, 
which has recently clamped 
down on dissidents. Tlie West 
dropped long-running efforts to 
push through a censure motion 
on China last year after develop- 
ing countries repeatedly sided 
with Beijing to block the 


motion, an outcome which 
would almost certainly be 
repented again this year. 

Chinese President Jiang 
Zemin will meet Robinson in 
Geneva on Friday during his 
European tour but will not 
address the commission. 
Robinson said in a statement 
that she continued to be "con- 
cerned about human rights 
issues in China.” 

A four-man U.N. technical 
team returned from Beijing 
after giving advice to authori- 
ties on how to ratify two inter- 
national covenants on political 
and economic rights. 

Numerous foreign dignitaries 
are due to speak, including 
eight foreign ministers on 
Hiesday alone. 

Dozens of non-governmental 
organizations lined up to lobby 
their cause. 

John Garang, leader of the 
southern Sudanese rebels fight- 
ing against Islamic rule imposed 
by the military government, told 
a press conference that he would 
denounce the “genocide against 
the people of southern Sudan.”

NEW USAID PROJECT FOR JORDANIAN 
BUSINESSMEN BEGINS IN AMMAN 


U p to 350 Jordanian companies will 
benefit from the services available 
to them by the Jordan -US Business 
Partnership (jUSBP), a project of the US 
Agency for International Development 
(USAID), which was launched at an opening 
ceremony, chaired by Ahmad Hindawi, the 
Ministry of Industry's Director of Industrial 
Development, at the Amman Chamber of 
Industry on Monday. 

The ceremony was attended by over a 
hundred representatives from Jordanian 
companies and factories who were wel- 
comed by Muhammad Asfour, Minister of 
Industry and Trade. and Khaldoun Abu 
Hassan, President of the Amman Chamber 
of Industry. 

Lewis Reade, President of JUSBP told the 
Arab Daily that “the JUSBP will be giving 
technical assistance to small and medium 
sized local companies in the services and 
manufacturing private sector. The $15 mil- 
lion program will work for a 4-years period 
towards bringing Jordanian companies up 
to international standards at a time when 
Jordan is standing at a crossroads in the 
industrial field. In this respect, our main 
focus would be to give opportunity to 
newly established local enterprises." 

JUSBP will provide expert technical assis- 
tance at company level “to help transform 
Jordan businesses into internationally com- 
petitive providers of market oriented, high- 
quality products and services to be sold 
successfully within the region, Europe and 
the United States," said Lewis Lucke, 
Mission Director at the Agency for 
International Development. 

• [n this respect, the program will appoint 
local, US and international consultants 
along with voluntary executives from the 


International Executive Services Corps- 
(1ESC) to address firm-level problems such 
as product quality and business strategies 
in order to improve the firm's chances of 
attracting equity capital and bank financ- 
ing. Hie JUSBP will also adopt an intern 
program for Jordanian engineering and 
business graduates to assist in the pro- 
gram. 

The services will be offered In return for 
a maximum of 30% share of the cost, to 
firms which are existing and operating, 
which are export oriented, and earning or 
saving foreign currency and also those 
offering employment opportunities.- 

Special priority will be given to business- 
es owned and managed by women, to 
industrial sites outside Amman, to firms 


utilizing Jordanian natural resources and to 
firms seeking to move up in the technology 
scale. 

Companies that cannot be eligible for 
this program include those under USAID 
prohibitions like weapons, gambling or 
abortion equipment manufacturing; those 
not willing to share cost of services; firms 
without a Jordanian majority ownership; 
firms requesting finance for capital equip- 
ment or working capital; start ups (firms 
-registered but not operating); Industrial 
firms with more than 250 employees; ser- 
vices firms with more than 500 employees 
or firms undergoing bankruptcy.

INVESTORS WANT MORE 
VIETNAM REFORMS 


HANOI (R) — Vietnam must unveil some 
mnjor economic reforms when the govern- 
ment meets foreign investors on Thursday 
or it will see dimming interest in the coun- 
try wane further, a senior executive said. 

Roger Barlow, chairman of the Hanoi 
chapter of the British Business Group (BBC) 
In Vietnam, welcomed the opportunity for 
foreign Investors to meet senior govern- 
ment representatives but made dear the 
BBC wanted more than just promises of 
reform. 

He said It was undear if Hanoi would 
announce specific reforms beyond vague 
promises made in official media last month 
that investors could expect incentives on 
land leases, worker recruitment, utilities 
charges and administrative procedures. 

"If Vietnam wants to boost foreign 
investment in 1999 it has to announce 
some radical reforms," Barlow, also general 
director of telecommunications giant Cable 
& Wireless in Vietnam, said in an interview 
on Monday. 

"Vietnam is competing For investment 
dollars with other Aslan countries that are 
prepared to give foreign firms very attrac- 
tive packages and also allow much more 
control over the businesses in which they 


invest," he added. 

Foreign Minister Nguyen Manh Cam will 
chair the half-day meeting on Thursday in 
Hanoi and Prime Minister Phan Vhn Khai Is 
expected to attend. 

Khai presided over a similar gathering in 
southern Ho Chi Mlnh City early last year 
and his pro -reform comments at that time 
aroused the enthusiasm of the hundreds of 
foreign investors who attended, Barlow 
said. 

Since then the overall business climate 
had worsened, especially because of tough 
regulations In the foreign exchange market 
and new rules for hiring local workers, ' 
Barlow added. 

To combat a hard currency crunch the, 
government last year required many for- 
eign companies to Immediately convert 80 
percent of dollars in current bank accounts 
into Vietnam's dong currency. The new 
labor law, which took effect on January 1, 
forces foreign firms to hire local workers 
through state-run labor bureaux, 

Barlow said one good signal had been 
Hanoi’s willingness to allow more wholly- 
owned foreign firms to be established, 
although he added that this process need- 
ed to be simplified, 


Despite recording large foreign Invest- 
ment approvals in recent years only one 
third of pledges have ever been disbursed 
In the communist-ruled country of 79 mil- 
lion people. 

The International Monetary Fund has 
said It anticipated $600 million was dis- 
bursed last year from $2 billion In 1997. 

Barlow said the BBC wanted to see the 
following actions: 

Cut red tape and streamline the bureau- 
cracy. 

Improve transparency in decision-mak- 
ing. 

Keep businesses informed about foreign 
exchange availability and issues concerning 
the mandatory registration of offshore 
loans. 

Allow foreign companies and Joint ven- 
tures to get access to loans in dong currency 

Allow foreign companies to hire local 
staff in a market-oriented fashion. 

Phase out discriminatory dual-pricing for 
foreign companies and individuals on vari- 
ous goods and services. 

Put costs in dong, instead of the current 
practice of quoting costs such as local 
wages and rents In U.S. dollars. 


ERITREA SUFFERS 
ECONOMICALLY 

FROM BORDER WAR 

ASMARA (AFP) — The border war in the Horn of Africa 
between Ethiopia and Eritrea has badly sapped the laiter'i 
economy, but so far remissions from thousands of expatriates 
have managed to keep it afloat. 

In the capital Asmara the shops are well stocked, fuel i* 
available in service stations and the prices of staple goods 
have not risen sharply. 

A western diplomat said the national currency, the nafka 
created in 1997, has remained relatively stable since the con- 
flict broke out last May. 

However the conflict with Ethiopia, from which Eritrea 
became independent in 1993 after a 30-year guerrilla war, has 
cost it heavily, both in military equipment and lost markets. 

One of Addis Ababa’s first steps when fighting broke out was 
to abandon the Eritrean ports of Assab and Massawa, land- 
locked Ethiopia's outlets for most of its trade, in favor of 
Djibouti. 

The loss was immediate and deeply felt by Eritrea, whose 
trade with Ethiopia was largely in surplus, affecting both its 
ports and its transport companies. 

The port of Assab is now virtually deserted, despite the 
development of a small amount of trade with Yemen, on thr 
other side of the Red Sea. Eritrean fishermen sell their catches 
there in exchange for fruit. 

A western diplomat said that last year Eritrea's economy 
grew by only half the forecast eight percent, while the budget 
has been knocked badly oil course by the need to supply and 
equip its armed for.ccs or more than 200.000 men and women. 

Much of the workforce has been sent to the from, dealing a 
severe blow to many projects under way. Half the aid of the 
United Nations Development Program (UNDP) has been 
switched to the Eritreans living in the border areas who have 
been displaced by the fighting, the UNDP's Asmara representa- 
tive.

Eritrea, which has a gross national product of around one 
billion dollars, has called on the patriotism of Its expatriates, 
who number several hundred thousand in Saudi Arabia, the 
United States, Italy, Canada and Germany. 

Between 150,000 and 180,000 Eritreans still live in Ethiopia, 
even though more than 50,000 have been expelled by 
Addis Ababa authorities.

Last year LIFFE lost its major con- 
tract, German Bund futures, to 
Germany’s electronic derivatives 
exchange, and the number of floor 
traders in London contracted 
sharply. 

Caught behind the curve, UFFE 
scrambled to build its own system 
and its first conrracts go live on 
screen in April. In July its core short 
term interest rate contracts will be 
phased in, and soon afterwards the 
floor is expected to close. 

THE EXODUS 

Both Regas and Ackerman are get- 
ting ready to hang up their colored 
jackets when that happens. 

Rcgas. whose long ponytail and 


full beard set him apart from the 
other members of the LIFFE board of 
directors, has made no secret that he 
will not stand again when his term 
ends in May.

CHANGE IS INEVITABLE 

Not everyone is rejecting the 
brave new world of electronic trad- 
ing. 

David Kyte, who also was at LIFFE 
when the first bell rang, has no time 
for. nostalgia. Last year he quit the 
board of directors, complaining that 
the exchange was losing business 
and doing nothing about it. 

Inmiediately afterwards, he set up 
an electronic dealing room for 
traders who clear through his firm. 

Currently around 60 traders oper- 
ate from his main London office. 20 
are based in Ireland and another 20 
are expected to join a new regional 
office. 

“Some people will adjust, some 
won’t," Kyre said. “You have to roll 
with the punches to survive. I wasn't 
a promoter of screen trading but 
once it was here, 1 did something 
about it." 

Capitalizing on homesickness for 
the floor, some electronic trading 
software providers are even writing 
programs which simulate the sounds 
of the pit. 

Die-hard pit traders acknowledge 
that a new generation of "video jock- 
eys ' 1 will replace them, notching up 
their own successes. 

Maybe the death of the floor was 
inevitable, they say, but they’re still 
sad to see it all go.

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Dear Doetori 

My mother Is 45 years eld. She was diagnosed 
with breast cancer two years ago. She has had 
left mastectemy, followed by chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy. 

Gan you explain to me what are the tests ordered 
In such cases? 

Dear Reader: 

Once a woman has breast cancer in one breast, her 
chances of developing cancer in the second increase. So she 
should check the second by mammograhy. The mammogram 
can detect small cancers before they are clinically palpable. 

It should be done every six months In the first year fol- 
lowing the completion of treatment. Then once a year. 

The early, signs of cancer spread in the blood may be mon- 
itored by determining the tumor marks in the blood. 

The tumor marker for breast cancer is CA 15.3. The serum 
concentration or carbohydrate antigen 15.3 is elevated to 
25U/ml in 31* of patients with breast cancer; it is not of use 
in early disease. Less than 2% of healthy individuals have a 
CA of 15.3 concentration greater than 30 U/ml. 

CA 15.3 predicts recurrence of cancer 26 weeks earlier 
than clinical and radiological criteria. Another tumor marker 
that may be determined in conjunction with CA 15.3 is CEA. 

Other blood studies include the liver function tests. Some 
changes may be due to the effect of chemotherapy on the 
liver. Spread of the cancer to the liver is expressed by a rise 
in the liver function tests. However, early spread may be 
detected by ultrasound study of the' liver. Ultrasound can 
detect small lesions that form secondary tumors in tfie liver. 

The blood tests are done every six months. The ultrasound 
study is usually performed every year unless there is a 
change in the blood test or if there are signs of cancer 
Spread or recurrence. 

Bone stan is a test that is done by injecting a small dose 
of radioactive material in the blood. This is taken up by the 
bone and detects areas where the tumbr has reached the 
bone. . , ' 

This test is done at six month intervals for the first elgh 
teen months then every year. 

A chest X-ray may be requested if the breast cancer patient 
develops a cotigh or difficulty breathing. 

Other radiological tests that may be done are 
Computerized Tomography (GTJ and Magnetic Resonance 
Imaging (MRI)* ; ■

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COMPETITORS KNOCKING AT GATES' HEAVEN 



B ill Cates is at the center of a 
public relations offensive. 
Not, for once. to do with his 
company Microsoft's bitter legal 
battle with the authorities, but to 
promote a book. 

Business® t Ik- Speed of 

Thought: Using a Digital Nervous 
System discusses how the revolu- 
tion in information technology is 
sweeping the globe. Cates is 
back at what he does best ■ hav- 
ing ideas. He has handed day-to- 
day control of Microsoft to his 
long-time confidante. Steve 
Ballmer, in order to concentrate 
on strategy and future technolo- 
gies. 

But even Cates will have his 
work cut out. For a small British 
company is at Lhe center of a fast- 
growing consortium that could 
seriously damage Microsoft's 
control of tomorrow's Technolo- 
gy- 

In the last week alone the 
Japanese mobile phone company 
NTT DoCoMo and the American 
computer group. Sun 
Microsystems, have joined 
Symbian, the consortium led by 
the palmtop computer manufac- 
turer Psion. 

Symbian is a front-runner in 
the "wireless" revolution through 
which the mobile phone is fast 
being developed to access the 
Internet, send messages, pay bills 
and buy shares at speeds up to 
40 times faster than today's 
'wired' modems. European firms 
led by the consortium of Psion. 
Nokia and Ericsson may soon 
dominate the world market. 

Mobile telephony and personal 
organizers are almost the only IT 
sectors in which Europe has reg- 
istered on US radar screens. Now 
telephones ami palmtop PCs are 
being integrated. 

Psion, rail by David Potter, a 
South Africa educated at 
Cambridge, is a minnow by cor- 
porate standards. It began mak- 
ing PC games for Sinclair 
Research in the 1980s before 
moving into personal organizers 
and palm-sized computers, 
where it established a world lead. 
Recently it linked with Nokia of 
Finland. Ericsson of Sweden and 
America's Motorola - who 
between them control three- 
quarters of die global market - to 
form Symbian. Psion's operating 


system will drive the new "intelli- 
gent" mobile phones. 

Microsoft - the world's biggest 
company in tenns of stock mar- 
ket capitalization - sees the 
European consortium as a threat 
to its hold over around 95 per 
cent of the global software mar- 
ket. The next few years will see a 
David versus Goliath fight to see 
whether Windows or Symbian’s 
sysrem dominates. 

Most would back the American 
group, because the size of 
Microsoft’s market lead seems 
unimpeachable. Gates’s compa- 
ny, however, does not have the 
skills in mobile and telecoms 
technology Psion and its partners 
have. But it soon will, at the rate 
it has been making alliances with 
other telecoms companies. 

The backdrop to this battle is a 
breakthrough that would make 
Guglielmo Marconi rub his eyes 
in disbelief. The radio receiver lie 
invented at the turn of the centu- 
ry is on the leading edge of a sec- 
ond revolution. Corporate lead- 
ers have suddenly realized that 
this neglected technology could 
transform the Internet inro a 
mass-market crock of gold at the 
end of the IT rainbow. 

To see what is happening look 
where the big money is going. In 
recent weeks there has been a 
(lurry of deals, including the 
record 1 10 billion dollars merger 
of British group Vodaphone with 
US cellular phone operator 
AirTouch, and Microsoft’s ven- 
ture witli BT to develop mobile 
telephony.

Since music and radio pro- I 
grams are easily downloaded I 
from the Internet, it could also 
replace the ubiquitous portable i 
tape or CD player. Television pro- 
grams could be distributed in the 
same way, as could buying shares 
or books. Consumers will no 
longer have to go shopping, 
since the shops will simply follow 
them around, and if they want 
they could pay for whatever 
product or service they are buy- 
ing from the comfort of a beach 
in Spain, shifting funds using a 
computer-phone. 

Eventually handheld PCs could 
be integrated into clothes design, 
with a microphone woven into a 
collar, or even a hat. When prac- 
tically everyone has a discreet 
phone, there will be no need for 
a conventional land-line tele- 
phone in the home.

big and Microsoft risked being 
left behind. 

Employing huge resources. 
Gates soon caught up. Hell bath 
nn fury like Microsoft in second 
place, as the Psion consortium 
knows too well. Microsoft is 
determined to ensure that its 
operating system is stitched into 
all the major products of the dig- 
ital age as it moves from the desk 
top into the mobile world and 
into web- and cable TV.

— NO COOKIES. Most sites today know you through "cookies," dig- - 
ital ID tags a Web server deposits on your computer’s hard drive. If 
a site requires registration, die cookie may store your user name and 
password so you don’t have to keep typing them in. Cookies can 
also track you as you page through a Web sire, and compile a com- 
posite picture of your interests. Most cookies contain no sensitive 
data, such as credit-card numbers. But there's nothing lo prevent a 
Web operator from selling your cookie data, and some privacy advo- 
cates suggest deleting cookie files from your hard drive (look lor the 
Cookies folder within the Windows folder). You can also change 
your browser settings to block cookies altogether (check under 
Options or Preferences).

Still, it would be naive to down- 
play the shrinking of the /one of 
privacy, or what longtime privacy 
advocate Arthur linslikin calls lhe 
"lightening ol the slack” in society. 
"The Internet is ...not just a change 
in scale or speed, it's a qualitative 
change." says Bushkiii, CEO ofl'ace 
Financial Network, a Web enter- 
prise. “A car is not just, a I aster 
stagecoach. Data collection before 
the (network) computer was like 
die sragecoadi; data collection 
afterwards is lilce the car. This is a 
new problem, not j list more of the 
old one." Tire lime to decide what 
to do is before the next Technolog- 
ical leapfrog.

According to one ‘official, though US spy agendes use 
a dazzling array of technical wizardry to collect vast 
stacks of raw intelligence data, they don't liave 
enough analysts to make sense of it all. And sources 
say the American nuclear-weapons program is so 
dose(y guarded that most analysts aren't allowed to 
know the details. Without a grasp of the technology- 
and its arcane lingo, the analysts didn't know, what' 
warning signs to look for as they pared over Oilnese 
intelligence reports - and may haVe missed a disaster 
that was under their noses.

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FILMMAKER KAZAN RECEIVES 
CONTROVERSIAL SPECIAL OSCAR 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) — Director Elia Kazan 
received an honorary Osor Tor lifetime achieve- 
ment Sunday that revived controversy over his 
role in the Hollywood witchhunt of communist 
sympathizers in the 1950s. 

"I want to Thank the academy for its courage, 
generosity," said Kazan, as some in the audience 
rose to give him a standing ovation while others 
sat silent and grim laced in their seats to protest 
the award. 

Nick Nolte, a best actor nominee, remained 
seated with his hand in his lap. as did Ed Harris, 
who had been nominated for die best supporting 
actor Oscar. 

Actor Whmen Beatty. Iiowever. who has acted 
in Kazan's films, stood to applaud die director. 

Kazan , 89, received the statuette from director 
Martin Scorsese and actor Robert De Niro. 

“More than anybody he inspired us." De Niro 
said on presenting Kazan. 

Controversy over the award came immediate- 
ly after the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences announced it would honor the director, 
who brought "On the Waterfront" and “East of 
Eden" to die big screen. 

Kazan's name is still linked to the day of April 
10, 1952, when, in the midst of the Cold War, he 
testified before the infamous US House 
Committee on Un-American Activities fHUAQ. 

He named eight people who, like himself were 
members of the Communist Rarty, ruining their 
careers and sparking a wave of fear in Hollywood 
that drove many actors and writers underground. 

. But the Academy defended its decision to 
honor Kazan, calling him “One of the most extra-, 
ordinary directors of this century," and said his 
work 'lias influenced the very nature of filmmak- 
ing through his creation of cinematic master- 
’pieces." 

Kazan’s latent is generally considered indis- 
putable. He was one of die founding members of 
the Actors Studio, which formed generations of 
some of America's best' screen and stage actors, 
aswellasdfrieaors.' 

Kazan discovered James Dean; helped mold 
Marion Brando into a star and gave earfy in their 
careers some pf the best roles to the likes of 
Beatty and De Niro. » 

In 1 947 he won an Ospar for best director for 

“A Gentleman's Agreement" and again In 1954 for 

"On the Waterfront." He also directed "A 
.Streetcar Named Desire," "Viva Zapata,” "Baby 
Doll" and 'America, America". 

But outside the ceremony some of those- who 
were blacklisted by Kazan’s testimonyjoined pro- 
testor yelling "Ditch the Snitch;" and ."Don’t 


White Wash the Blacklist." 

Fred Graff, 78, watched baiefrilly as the limou- 
sines cruised up to the nub as the stars arrived 
for the ceremony. He said the last time he worked 
as an actor was in 1950 when he was a support- 
ing actor with William Holden in "Union Station." 

"I was blacklisted after I appeared before die 
House Un-American Activities Committee and 
refused to cooperate." said Graff "The day after 1 
appeared before the committee. I never worked 
again." 

Joan Scott, 68. said she was keeping a place 
among the protestors for her late husband Adrian 
Scott, wIk> wrote "Crossfire" in 1947 before he 
became one of 10 Hollywood entertainers called 
to testify before HUAC. 

"I felt sick,” she said when she lieaid Kazan 
was to get tile award. When lie refused to 
cooperate, he spent a year in jail and was fined 
10,000 dollars. He died 26 years ago. Scott said, 
adding, “I’m convinced in my heart and gut that 
die blacklist killed him."

Although romantic comedy "Sliakespeare in 
Love” beat war epic “Saving Private Ryan , Steven 
Spielberg gladly grasped die best director Oscar for 
‘Saving Private Ryan,” his World V\fer II drama. On 
accepting the best director award, Spielberg told 
his rather, who was also seated in the audience: 
“drank you for showing me diat there is honor in 
looking back and respecting the past.” 

"What I’d like to do is Just thank very, very sin- 
cerely the families wlio lost sons during World Wfcr 
il ... all the families who incurred the tremendous 
fosses during this war." he said. 

"Private Ryan” also won sound editing and 
effects; sound; editing; and cinematography.

Andre Guelfi loves the Olympic business. Or, rather, the business 
lie gets from the Olympics. Known to the press and police of 
France as Dede the Sardine, the 78-year-old Guelfi is a flamboyant. 
Moroccan-born French entrepreneur who's played on his friend- 
ship with international Olympic Committee president Juan Antonio 
Samaranch co hustle up deals worth hundreds of millions or dol- 
lars. Or so he claims. Guelfi, who earned his fortune as a fishing 
magnate, says that lie helped Moscow fight the Olympic boycott in 
1980 and backed Tashkent's brief bid for the Games in the 1990s. 
Along the way, Guelfi got a cut of more than 40 business deals. 
He'd have won the 2004 Olympics for St. Petersburg, lie boasts, if 
only he hadn't been thrown in jail by a French 
judge on allegations related to another scandal. 

Though wealthy and well-connected, Guelfi 
is not the kind of friend that Samaranch can use 
right now. Since December the 10C has been 
weathering the worst crisis in its history. Last 
week it held an emergency session to address 
charges of corruption and expelled six mem- 
bers who'd refused to resign. Another nine received "warnings." 
One remains under investigation. The U.S. Senate will be holding 
hearings on Olympic corruption ncxr month. Government investi- 
gators in Sweden and the United States are hot on the committee's 
trail. 

Perhaps worst of all, the sponsors that pay the IOC hundreds of 
millions or dollars to use the Olympic rings are worried the trade- 
mark may be tarnished. “We promised them to clean it up and to 
begin important reforms inside the IOC," Samaranch insisted last 
week. “We kept our promise." 

But Samaranch's highly paid media advisers are finding it diffi- 
cult to distance him from scandal - and from m£n like Guelfi. 
Clubby friendships and personal loyalties are the essential ele- 
ments of the Samaranch style. 

While iOC staffers insist that Guelfi has exaggerated his ties to 
Samaranch, they admit that he flew Samaranch to Moscow, 
Uzbekistan and possibly other destinations. Guelfi. who pilots his 
own jet, told NEWSWEEK, “When I take Samaranch in my airplane 
I pay everything." He claims eacli trip costs around Si 50,000. As 
one Samaranch spokesman puts it. "(Guelfi) made it very difficiill 
in some respects to say no." 

Part of the time that Samaranch was traveling with him, Guelfi 
was working his Central Asian contacts for Hlf-Aquitainc, a compa- 
ny now mired ill corruption investigations. (It was the Elf connec-

tion that landed Guelfi in jail in 1997, when an investigating mag- 
istrate was pressuring him to cooperate as a witness.) 

Samaranch, meanwhile, was building support for the IOC in the 
newly independent republics of the former Soviet Union, such as 
Uzbekistan. “It was a free plane ticket to a very difficult place to 
reach," says IOC spokesman Franklin Servan-Schreiber. "It allowed 
the president to rope in several new countries.’’ 

Later. Guelfi would trade on his Olympic connections to drum up 
further business for himself.ln 1997 St. Petersburg bid for the 2004 
Olympics, and Guelfi offered his Russian friends a deal. If he failed 
to deliver the Olympics. “I don't ask For a cent from St. Petersburg, 
or from anyone," he told NEWSWEEK. “If I 
succeed I want to be the one who chooses 
all the companies to do the major con- 
struction projects there will be to build." 
In the end, Athens got the Games. But 
Guelfi still made dozens 'of new business 
contacts. 

There is no suggestion by Guelfi or any- 
one else that Samaranch himself was on the take, but his self- 
importance is right out front, waiting to be exploited. "The world 
needs the Olympic Games," he said last week. "It’s the most impor- 
tant event in the world." Pandering to that view, a representative 
of the Stockholm bid committee for the 2004 Olympics lobbied 
members of the Swedish Parliament to nominate Samaranch for 
the Nobel Peace Prize in 1997. They declined. But a replica of a 
statue dedicated to pence that stands outside the United Nations 
was donated to the Olympic Museum. Who paid for it and how is 
part of the Swedish prosecutor's investigation into illegalities tied 
to Stockholm's bid. 

Until the Olympic scandal started breaking in SalL Lake City in 
December, neither Samaranch nor many others on the committee 
exhibited much concern over the appearance of impropriety. 
Several IOC members who have been disciplined say they were 
unaware that they were doing anything wrong by soliciting schol- 
arships or medical care for their families, or Rinding for the spoi ls 
organizations they rail. Some who were wined and dined by Salt 
Lake City and other contenders remain on the committee. Since 
Guelfi is not an IOC member, there's no brief for him to be investi- 
gated. Meanwhile. Samaranch's peers voted 86 to 2 at tile IOC 
meeting last week to keep him as president until 2001 . Now, that's 
what friends are for.

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LOOKING FOR AN IDENTITY 


THE CRISIS OF the European 1 
Union cannot be solved by 
good works alone. It's time 
to get back to first princi- 
ples. IF you're searching for 
Europe, look around you. 

We all know we are 
Europeans. Yet Europe is 
another matter; it remains, 
for many people, an unlov- 
able mystery in their lives, a 
grotesque fantasy, rather 
than the world’s greatest 
cultural mother lode, the 
continent of geographic and 
historic fact. 

The crisis of the 
European Commission asks, 
at bottom, whether that dis- 
junction can change. The 
■ scandal and the resignations 
exposed what happens in all 
societies if democracy is 
vestigial and the account- 
ability of power nonexis- 
tent. The Commission was 
actually set up that way, 40 
years ago. The founding 
fathers saw it as a virtue 
that the .commissioners, 
though having a monopoly 
of creativity as to how 
Europe might develop, 
should not be directly sub- 
ject to a mandate. They 
were at the apex of a bold 
experiment in government, 
a union of independent 
nations whose elected lead- 
ers supplied the democratic 


base but whose functionar- 
ies were above both 
nation and people. 

The commission- 
ers were the high 
priesthood of a 
great idea. 

This status seemed 
dangerously anachronistic 
long before the feeble 
bungling of Jacques Santer 
and the appearance on the 
EU payroll of Edith Cresson s 
geriatric dentist. The priests 
came to personify Europe's 
remoteness from the people 
at the very time when 
Europe was assuming more 
power in people's lives. The 
residue of disillusionment is 
not universal. In Belgium. 
Luxembourg and the 

Netherlands, there isn’t 
even a question about the 
primacy of the EU within the 
nation -states’ existence, in 
Ireland, EU handouts have 
brought riches beyond 
imagining, not to mention 
escape from the overpower- 
ing relationship with 

Britain. But in the larger 
countries - France, Germany 
- the EU is more scapegoat 
than motherland, and sel- 
dom the object of anything 
better than sullen popular 
acquiescence. In the United 
Kingdom, the deep-dyed ;

sion. long nurtured by 
Margaret Thatcher, obliges 
Prime Minister Tony Blair to 
tread carefully in his efforts 
to. make the British feel 
more European. 

The thinness of European 
feeling among the national 
masses is the product of a 
deliberate failure to foster a 
European political con- 
sciousness. Such a con- 
sciousness - any true sense 
of political identity among 
the peoples of the 15 mem- 
ber-nations - would have 
questioned the Union's lack 
of democratic accountability 
long ago. A continent-wide 
awakening • from sleep 
should be the main benefit 
of the Commission scandals. 
It should show that politics 
is indispensable. The glories 
of the Renaissance and the 
outpourings of the 
European poets, we slowly 
discover, are no substitute 
for a political identity. The 
time has come when politi- 


cal leaders who believe in c 
Europe - and there s 
is no other way r 
to be a political i 
leader these i 
days - have to l 
pick their way i 
toward a frontier most 
have run away from. 

Mention of more political 
union can conjure up a 
nightmare of federalism. 
This is the way it's discussed 
in anti-EU circles, most 
loudly in Britain. There are 
also those, especially in 
Benelux, who smoothly con- 
tend that the only way to 
legitimize the independent 
European Central Bank, for 
example, is through a fully- 
fledged and federated 
United States of Europe. But 
this simplistic idea shows 
less boldness of vision than 
poverty of imagination. It 
will not happen. No signifi- 
cant government comes any- 
where near desiring it. 

An already grudging 
Euro-populace would run a 
mile from it. It presumes 
that Europe either could, or 
needed to, become a nation 
in itself. Whatever else hap- 
pens. the nation-states will 
remain the prime focus of 
allegiance and identity. 

But there is an opposite 
danger, more likely to come 


out of the Commission cri- c 
sis. This is that nothing s 
much changes at ail. Blair ( 
and Gerhard Schroder, meet- i 
ing as the Commission disin- < 
tegrated, added to the i 
already mountainous heap 
of good intentions that have 
shored up the European 
Community ever since it 
began. New initiatives were 
promised. There would be 
sharper anti-fraud machin- 
ery, alongside an anti-nepo- 
tism brigade on permanent 
watch: no more ex-dentists 
overseeing scientific 

research. Fresh starts all 
round. And this is not to be 
despised. Financial account- 
ability, with so many funds 
sloshing round a multina- 
tional bureaucracy, obvious- 
ly needs an overhaul of atti- 
tudes as well as systems. 
Finding a new president of 
senior political rank and 
ruthless administrative zeal 
is the prime responsibility 
of the government leaders 
who have this mess on their 
hands. 

Where, however, will he 
1 or she come from? The 
question points toward 
I what’s now needed: a reded- 
f ication of the Union to a 
unique politics of compro- 
5 mise, whether in the choice 
e of leadership or the teasing 


out of policy positions. A 
senior French diplomat, 
Gilles Adreani, argues in an 
important new essay for the 
Centre for European Reform 
in London that Europe can- 
not be a Great Power, and 
shouldn't see itself as com- 
parable with the United 
States, which exercises a 
sovereignty the EU will 
never have. Rather, Europe 
must recover the community 
spirit - “the perpetuation, in 
a style no longer heroic, of 
the founding principle of 
the European enterprise, 
namely postwar reconcilia- 
tion." 

Finding the heroic words 
for such subtlety is not easy. 
It's a matter of civic atti- 
tude, starting with the gov- 
ernments and then spread- 
ing through the people. A 
utopian vision, no doubt, 
when set beside the horse- 
trading that will dominate 
this week's Berlin summit, 
or the newly empowered 
European Parliament, itself 
scarcely a sleaze-free arti- 
fact. But the scandal shows. 

, incontrovertibly, that there

needs to be addressed - and 
somewhere there is the
